Kursk, vital to the A xis defense 
line running from Orel 500 miles 
southeast to Rostov, gave rise to 
hopes that

night attack on the Japanese air­ 
field at Buin in the northern Solo­ 
mons.

friends and neighbors. 
“Many person a have asked why 
food rationing is necessary,” Mr. 
McDowell said, “In answer to this 
question I am going to recall a 
familiar saying, ‘An arm y fights 
on its stomach.’ 
‘‘This is true today as it was in 
the days of old. It is reassuring 
to know that we have the best-fed 
army in the world. It takes more 
to feed a soldier than it does to 
feed a civilian. But here on the 
home front the workers In our war

Tile other m a tter which the President 
discussed with Cong ressiona l lea ders wa s 
the Tola n-K ilg ore-Pepper bill crea ting a 
centra lized civ ilia n reorg a niza tion for the 
W a r Production Board and the production 
powers of the Army and Na v y. 
The President ba cked up the Army a nd 
Na v y, said he wa s em pha tica lly opposed to 
the bill, and a sked for Cong ressiona l sup­ 
port in defea ting it. 
lf the bill pa ssed, of course, it would be 
ta nta mount to Cong ress stepping in a nd 
telling the Ex ecutiv e th ai the production 
end of the wa r wa s not being run efficient­ 
ly. 
The Army and Na v y, especia lly th® 
former, ha v e been bring ing 
all sorts of 
pressure to block pa ssa g e of the bill, which 
would pla ce their production entirely un­ 
der civ ilia n control.

1943 Campaign Against 
Infantile Paralysis

LAST J anuary 30th was the a n­ 
niv ersary of the President’* birth­ 
day, and marked the tenth annual 
celebration cf the general cam­ 
paign atralnst infantile paralysis. 
The Prefident again generously 
allowed this date to be used a ni

indicated his enlightened interest 
in the campaign by pointing out 
how unadv isable it would be on 
account of war conditions to allow 
any slip-up or cessation of our a c­ 
tiv ities a g a inst the enemies on our 
home front—especially tim dread­ 
ed and crippling disease which a f­ 
fects mostly young boys and girl . 
In spite of the many researches 
by laboratory technicians, public 
health officials and bacteriologist-!, 
we are not yet completely certain 
of the nature of the cause of in­ 
fa ntile paralysis. We believ e it to 
be a v irus, but the v irus diseases 
arc, of all the infections, the mo t 
resista nt to treatment and pre­ 
v ention with immune substances. 
As yet we certainly hav e no se- 
rum for the prev ention or any 
antidote for the treatment of this 
disease. 
Recent Adv ances 


Such adv ances a s hav e been 
made hav e been more by clinical 
.observ ations than by laboratory 
work. I refer to the reports on the 
possibility of the contamination of 
swimming water a t riv er mouths 
and in brackisii pools. Any stream 
or body of water in which sewage 
is dumped is infected for swim­ 
ming and 
bathing for sev eral 
miler, from the place where the 
contamination occurs. 
Another adv ance which has been 
widely publicized is the Kenny 
method of trea ting the acute stage. 
I know of no orthopedic surgeon 
who seriously considers tha t these 
methods hav e not improv ed our re­ 
sults and made marked limitations 
in the ex tent of the paralysis. The 
Kenny method consists in reliev ing 
muscle spasm and encouraging 
mov ement of the muscles as soon 


a fter th* acute stage as possible 
and it is often possible during the 
acute stage. 
Various Methods 
At the same time the Kenny 
method must rot be supposed to be 
a IOO per cent cure in all cases. 
Ev en when taken at the ea rliest 
possible moment and carried out 
with the best technique, there 
still remains in some cases some 
residual paralysis. 
Fo r the treatment of these cases 
we fall back on the old methods 
th at hav e been in u se by orthope- 
d:c su rg eo n s 
fo r many y ears. 
These consist in bracin g , mu scle 
su rg ery by th e u s’' 
of tra nspla nta ­ 
tion and cutting the tendons of the 
mu scles in sp asm. Th ese methods 
must still be u ed in so me case* 
and are still v alu able and will co n ­ 
tin u e to be part of the armamen­ 
tarium of the profession a g a inst 
the deformities and disabilities of 
this disease. 
The Kenny treatment should be 
carried out by trained technicians 
who hav e had an opportunity of 
studying this method a t the source. 
Most hospitals of any size at the 
present time employ technicians of 
this sort and there are few com­ 
munities which need to go without 
the benefit of the Kenny treatment 
should an epidemic occur.

FRANCE? 


IT BEGINS to look ah if France, historic 
* 
friend of America, will have a chance 
for national resurrection. 
And what will 
she do with it? 
The answer to that ques­ 
tion is important to France and the world. 
American attention lately has been di- 
rn 
reded to French North Africa, a region 
which is to European France somewhat as 
the American colonies were to England be­ 
fore the American revolution. 
The situa­ 
tion there, under the patient efforts of Gen­ 
eral Giraud, General de Gaulle and other 
patriotic Frenchmen, slowly improves. Co­ 
lonial France apparently is saved from hos­ 
tile seizure or internal collapse. But what 
of Mother France in Europe? 
That once great nation has sunk to its 
lowest depth in history. Presumably it will 
regain its freedom as a result of German 
defeat by the Allied Nations. And indeed, 
Frenchmen in Africa and elsewhere are 
bearing an honorable part in administering 
that defeat. 
But what of the bulk of the 
French nation within the normal boundar­ 
ies of European France? 
Can they rise 
again as an international power, cooperat­ 
ing in the development of 
a brave new 
world ? 
Presumably they can— if they will be 
patriots first and individual Frenchmen 
afterward. France cannot rise again if the 
French people still insist on having two or 
three dozen parties, all playing personal 
and group politics and working at cross 
purposes. 
France needs a new birth of 
political unity and cooperation 
And now, 
if ever, is the time for it. 


FDR TELLS OF UNREST 
W 
ASHINGTON — Immediately after his 
return from North Africa, the Pres­ 
ident summoned Congressional leaders to 
the White House for w hat they all later 
described as a “highly confidential" meet- 
! ing. 
Fact is, 
however, 
that most of the 
things FDR told Congressional leaders that 
day, off the record, he told his press con­ 
ference next day— for publication. 
There were details about the way the 
Firestone Rubber Company is double-tap- 
: ping rubber on its Liberia plantation, the 
way Roosevelt celebrated his birthday, 
with cake and candles in the plane 8,000 
feet over Haiti, and the story about the 
President’s being so comfortable in Casa­ 
blanca that he didn’t want to move, in spite 
of advice that the conference should shift 
locale from day to day for safety’s sake. 
But there 
were at least a few things 
the President included in his talk with 
Congressmen which were not revealed to 
the press. 
One was the touchy problem 
of civilian unrest and possible revolt among 
the native population, mostly Arabs. The 
President pointed out the danger of such 
an outbreak to our military operations. It 
would be like having hostile action on the 
rear flank, he said. 
The other m atter which the President 
discussed with Congressional leaders was 
the Tolan-Kilgore-Pepper bill creating a 
centralized civilian reorganization for the 
W ar Production Board and the production 
powers of the Army and Navy. 
Tile President backed up the Army and 
Navy, said he was emphatically opposed to 
the bill, and asked for Congressional sup­ 
port in defeating it. 
If the bill passed, of course, it would be 
tantamount to Congress stepping in and 
telling the Executive that the production 
end of the w ar was not being run efficient­ 
ly. 
The Army and Navy, especially th® 
former, have been bringing 
all soils of 
pressure to block passage of the bill, which 
would place their production entirely un­ 
der civilian control. 
Note: The President's report on Arab 
unrest checks with that of OW Pa Milton 
Eisenhower, brother of the General, recent­ 
ly returned from North Africa. 


JA P SURRENDER 
COME o f the Japanese soldiers have been 
surrendering lately, contrary* to their 
tradition and custom. Such incidents have 
mostly occurred after long and exhaust­ 
ible fighting, 
when they were starving. 
They were also impelled to such action by 
reports of good treatment for Japanese 
prisoners. 
It looks as if the Spartan “ No 
Surrender" motto of these foes has begun 
to break down. 
Tf so, this is an important achievement. 
It is more useful to gain Japanese confi­ 
dence in American sportsmanship than to 
kill Japs indiscriminately. Any suggestion 
of undue “softness" on the part of Ameri­ 
cans. in their relations with this enemy, 
would 
be unfortunate: Americans can 
neither defeat them nor gain their respect 
unless our fighting men are as hard as they 
are. But if. along with a respect-compell­ 
ing toughness, American fighters can get 
across to their enemies the more humane 
ideals of chi vain' that exist in the western 
world, it will be good for both nations in 
the long lain.

1943 Cam paign Against 
Infantile Paralysis

LAST January 30th was the an­ 
niversary of the President’s birth­ 
day, and marked the tenth annual 
celebration of the general cam­ 
paign against infantile paralysis. 
The President again generously 
allowed this date to be used ami

indicated his enlightened interest 
in the campaign by pointing out 
how unadvisable it would be on 
account of war conditions to allow 
any slip-up or cessation of our ac­ 
tu ities against the enemies on our 
home front—especially this dread­ 
ed and crippling disease which af­ 
fects mostly young boys and girls. 
Ii' spite of the many researches 
by laboratory technicians, public 
health officials and bacteriologists, 
we are not yet completely certain 
of the nature of the cause of in­ 
fantile paralysis. We believe it to 
be a virus, but the virus disease? 
arc, of all the infections, the mo t 
resistant to treatment and pre­ 
vention with immune substances. 
As yet we certainly have no *«- 
rum for the prevention or any 
antidote for the treatment of this 
disease. 
Recent Advances 


Such advances as hare been 
made have been more by clinical 
reservations than by laboratory 
work. I refer to th# reports on the 
possibility of the contamination of 
swimming water at river mouths 
snd in brackish pools. Any stream 
or body of water in which sewage 
is dumped is infected for swim­ 
ming and bathing for several 
miles from the place where the 
contamination occurs. 
Another advance which has been 
widely publicized is the Kenny 
method of treating the acute stage. 
I know of no orthopedic surgeon 
who seriously considers that these 
methods have riot improved our re­ 
sults and made marked limitations 
in the extent of the paralysis. The 
Kenny method consists in relieving 
muscle spasm and encouraging 
movement of the muscles as soon 


after the acute stage as possible 
and it is often possible during the 
acute stage. 
Various Method* 
At the same time the Kenny 
method must not be supposed to be 
a IOO per cent cure in all cases. 
Even when taken at the earliest 
possible moment and carried out 
with the best technique, there 
still remains in some cases some 
residual paralysis. 
For the treatment of these cases 
we fall back on the old methods 
that hove been in use by orthope­ 
dic surgeons for many years. 
These ccnsLt in bracing, muscle 
surgery by the use of transplanta­ 
tion and cutting the tendons of the 
muscles in spasm. There methods 
inuit stilt be used in some cases 
and are still valuable and will con­ 
tinue to be part of the armamen­ 
tarium of the profession aglin t 
the deformities and disabilities of 
this disease. 
The Kenny treatment should be 
carried out by trained technicians 
who have had an opportunity of 
studying this method at the source. 
Most hospitals of any size at the 
present time employ technicians of 
this sort and there are few com­ 
munities which need to go without 
the benefit of the Kenny treatment 
should an epidemic occur.

N avy of feeding biased inform a­ 
tion to Congress in order to take 
over m erchant shipping. 
The N avy made a sim ilar cam ­ 
paign last y ear, but w as overruled 
by the President, who opposed any 
change in the civilian sta tus of 
the M erchant Marine. 
L atest batch of stories m akes 
sensational reading. T ake the case 
of the "Thom as Jefferson.” 
Ac­ 
cording to the Navy , this ship was 
operating in the dangerous w aters 
of the Aleutian Islands when a 
U, S. destroy er came alongside in 
the early m orning and asked for 
oil.

Details of Book 3 have 
never 
been disclosed, but it is expected 
to be m aterially different from the 
current book and also Book No. 2. 
to be distributed late this month, 
which will be used to ration can­ 
ned goods and meat'. 
OPA officials pointed out th a t it 
would be unwise to overload R a­ 
tion Book I, already used for cof­ 
fee and sugar, by continuing i s 
use for shoe purchases. Originally,

"Ideal” Program

OPA officials said they did hot 
anticipate 
a "run” on stores as

Committee 
with information about the "sub­ 
versive” and "undisciplined” con­ 
duct of American seamen on m er­ 
chant ships, and at least one Con­ 
gressm an has declared privately 
th at the information will shock 
the entire country when it is dis­ 
closed. 
The M aritime Commission, how­ 
ever, is skeptical, 
suspects 
the 
Navy of feeding biased inform a­ 
tion to Congress In order to take 
over m erchant shipping. 
The Navy made a sim ilar cam ­ 
paign last year, but was overruled 
by the President, who opposed any 
change in the civilian status of 
the M erchant Marine. 
L atest batch of stories makes 
sensational reading. Take the case 
of the "Thomas Jefferson.” 
Ac­ 
cording to the Navy, this ship was 
operating in the dangerous w aters 
of the Aleutian Islands when a 
U. S. destroyer came alongside in 
the early morning and asked for 
oil. 
But, according to the Navy 
version, the m aster replied, "We 
can’t give you oil until after eight 
o’clock; the men are at breakfast ” 
Maritime 
Commission 
investi­ 
gating the charge found that the 
incident occurred not in the Aleu­ 
tians, but in the safe w ater near 
Seattle, Wash. 
Also, the m aster of the "Thomas 
Jefferson” had volunteered to pro­ 
vide the destroyer with oil at any 
time, but it was m utually agreed 
to move out of mid-channel first, 
so the two ships would not block 
the traffic. 
As soon as this was 
done, the oil was passed to the 
destroyer. 


SAILORS IN IRONS

on charges of drunkenness, lewd 
conduct, and stealing from life­ 
boats. 
The charges were brought

sent in a corvette to Glasgow, held 
in irons until arrangem ents could 
be made for their tran sp o rtatio n 
back to the United States. 
But when the Coast Guard, as 
the law provides, proceeded to take 
action against the men, it was im­ 
possible to find sufficient evidence 
to convict. Meantime, four seamen 
had lost six months of usefulness. 
There was a 
sim ilar case 
of 
fifteen men 
shipped 
back from 
Sidney Australia, to San Francisco 
for alleged misbehavior. 
But ex* 
am ination of the evidence found it 
insubstantial. 
The Maritime Commission sus­ 
pects the authors of these reports 
(Office of Naval Intelligence) of 
giving vent to class and racial a n t| 
agonisms. 
They have one cable­ 
gram from Capetown, South Af­ 
rica, describing "m erchant crew 
troubles,” and laying the blame on 
certain named seamen described as 
"draft dodger and radical,” "se* 
lawyer and Jew,” shifty eyed radi­ 
cal.” 
(NOTE: 
M erchant seamen are 
deferred 
from 
m ilitary 
service, 
hence cannot be draft-dodgers.) 
One im portant source of fri< tio f. 
is the fact that 
Navy personnel 
and m erchant seamen are thrown 
together on the same ship, since 
the ship’s guns are manned by a 
Navy crew ranging from 28 to 43 
persons. These men are paid onlB 
about one-fourth as much as the 
seamen, 
yet 
undergo the same 
hazards. 
Controversy 
over 
the 
entire 
m erchant 
shipping problem has 
been simmering 
ever 
since th H 
arm ing of m erchant vessels, and is 
bound to boil over in Congress 
soon.
